They think they know all about the adjust- 
ment, but do they know that my tools are the 
only Open Shear Clippers made, having suffi- 
cient adjustment to take up the wear of the 
cutting edges during years of use? 

All other clippers of this kind get the whole 
or a part of their adjustment, by different 
devices for varying the opening between the 
handles. . 

This plan was tried and given up more than 
twenty-five years ago ; it gives very little ad- 


justment, as when the handles of such clippers 
are nearly closed the motion of the jaws is very 
slight.
